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Battery Enjoy 
Lamp Life at Sarcee 


The 22nd, Battery went into cam) 
for its annual training on 8rd, July 
On ariival in Calgary the battery we 
met by Major M, MacDougall, Dis 
trict ‘I, & S, Officer who had arrange 
ments for breakfast for the men a 
the C. P, R. Lunch Room. — Afte 
breaktast the battery was conveye 
to Sarcee Camp by motor bus, where 
after medical inspection, camp equip 
ment was drawn from stores and mc 
settled down to a period of intensiy 
training in gunnery and signalling 

Canada has the smallest force of 
any country in the world, consider. 
ing its size and population, and it is 
the aim of the Department of Natior 
al Defence to create a nuclus ot 
highly trained specialists in the morc 
technical branches of the sefvice, 

A typical day's training for thc 
battery, is as follows:5.30 a.m, re 
veille, 5.50 to 7 a.m. gun drill, 7 to & 
a.m. breakfast, 8 to 9 a.m, roiling 
up bedding and cleaning up tent lines 
9 to 12 gun laying and foot drill, 12 t« 
1 p.m, dinner, 1 to 2 p.m, more clean 
ing up, 2 to 4:30 or 5 p.m. gun drill 
gun laying, battery drill and foo; 
drill, Signallars spend all of this timc 
learning the Morse Code, sending 
messages, reading Messages and de 
coding the Artillery Code, 

- This igs the routine for the first 
three days. Then follows a perio« 
of mounted training, battery tactics 
taking up positions and laying out 
lines of fire; first day without am 
munition, second day icing from fixec 
position at different targets and ob 
serving the effects of fire; third da; 
carrying out tactical scheme whic 
includes firing at gun pasitions 
trenches and moving targets; fourtl 
day the competitive shooting whict 
is a continuation of the teaticai 
scheme of the previous day but i 
carried out without any assistance 
from the permanent staff instruct: 
ors, Aj 

As will be seen this is a very com 
prehensive scheme and the boy: 
showed remarable steadiness and di: 
splendid work considering their pre| 
vious lack of experience and the in 
tenSive nature of the training. 

The weather was on its good be 
haviour all the time and the boys en 
joyed every minute of the time, Thc 
evenings were free for recreationa 
purposes, baseball and football game;

It may be that the gunnery j 
structors deliberately lead you i 
difficulties to see how you will extri- 
cate yourself from the mess bu 
whether or no, difficulfes do oreop 
up with ararming frequency and onc 
is liable to blow up completely, a 
mess up things generally. Then M 
instructor lets loose a verbal batte 
and has some very caustic things te 
say. Ip spite of that the ofticers co 
trive to get considerable enjoym 
out_of the training and while we di: 
tell everything one would like tc

Here and There 


Air muil service between Winnipeg 
and Fargo, North Dakota, has been 
{uaugurated and the first mail for 
Winnipeg from the United States ar- 
rived recently. 


The Shorthorn bull, King of the 
Fairies, recently sold from the Can- 
@dian ranch of H. R. H. the Prince 
of Wales to a United States breeder, 
again won the premier prize at the 
Calgary Exhibition. 


Evidences of the renewal of inter- 
est of Old Country investors jin West. 
ern Canada are seen in a number 
of recent transactions recorded at 
Winnipeg, including the proposed 
erection of three motion picture 
poumensoy means of English capital. 


Mederic Beauperant, when clear- 
ing his farm south of Verner on the 
Canadian Pacific lines, found a 300- 
lb, boulder which was half native 
silver and worth about $1,200. ‘The 
discovery has aroused considerable 
interest among mining men in Cobalt 
end elsewhere who are arriving in 
numbers, 

London, Ontario, now has an air 
harbor. Through efforts on the 
Part of the Chamber of Commerce an 
ideal air-field site has been taken 
over and, within a month's time, will 
bo completely equipped and marked 
80 as to provide an air depot avail- 
able to all planes that seek London 
@s a stopping place. 


According to a financial statement 
issued from the headquarters of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
the gross earnings of the Company 
for the first six months of the year

decrensed about $900,000 due to a 
four million dollar increase in the 
working expenses for that period.
